By Georne Bernard Shavw. 
The fact. that a book dealing » bee 
political’ conditions is a romance ‘s 


‘a -guarantée of its political ‘Importance, 


because romances are the only docu- 
ments that are now free to tell the 
truth and sure to be read. 

Sooner or later. the grosser follies: 
and falsehoods get exposed. The fools 
and liars convict themselves boast- 
fully out of their own mouths because 
they conceive their folly as wisdom 
and patriotism. believe their. own lies 
and know that their 
good. But who is it that detests the: 
exposure and drives its lesson. home, 
to the public? Usually the man of.jet-* 
ters. Acrossthe channel, when the offi- 
cers and gentlemen who represented the 
nobility 

had with most patriotic and 
intentions periured and forged 
wa vthrough the Dreyfus affair. 
novelist, Zola, who smashed 
up and brought the 
nation to its- senses. In Egypt it was 
a poet, Mr. Wilfrid Scawen Blunt, who 
released the survivors of Denshawal 
and reduced the apologists who. had 
certified it as “just and necessary” to 
giving equally credylous and well- 
meant and equally mistaken certifi- 
cates to the vivisectors of dogs and 
rabbits in England. And it is again 
a man of letters. Hall! Caine, who has 
gone deeper in his new book, “The 
White Prophet,’ and has put his finger 
on the real reason why British pro- 
consuls get stuffed periodically with 
the silly romance of a murderous con- 
spiracy of Islam against Christendom. 

That reason is that the situation of 
Pontius Pilate and Caiaphas is con- 
stantly and inevitably reproduced 
whenever we seize a foreign terr!i- 
tory, as Rome seized Judea. Pontius 
Pliate becomes the catspaw of Caiar 
phas exactly as in Hall Caine’s ro- 
mance the consul general becomes the 
catspaw of the Grand Cadi. Whem an 
origina! religious genius arises, Jesus, 
Mahomet. Savonarola, St. Francis or &. 
Clare, his first attack is on the Tem- 
ple, and while the people make him 
the leader of their eternal revolt 
against priestly tyranny and corrup- 
tfon> the “priests accuse him of *politi- 
cal conspiracy, and incite the military 
authorities to put him down with fire 
and sword. Thus they made Pontius 
Pilate crucify Jesus. Mahomet escapes 
them by the skin of his teeth, andy see- 
ing that he must smash or be smashed, 
comes back in arms and conquers both 
priest and soldier. Savanarola is burnt 
by the cardinals. St. Francis dies 
voung, before it becomes expedient to 
burn him, and St Clare, who sur- 
vives him, fights the pope to the last 
because she wants her Clares to be 
poor Clares and he wants them to be 
women ‘of property. This situation, 
with its explanation of the ery of 
smash the Mahdi, and of the cock-and- 
bull story of the conspiracy of Islam, 
which the Egyptian Caiaphases planted 
in Lord Cromer and Sir Edward Grey, 
the one which Hall Caine has pre- 
sented in the form of a romance. In 
no other form would our credulous, 
nleasure-loving, intellectually lazy. 
governing classes read it. Since ro- 
mance is to carry the day. Hall Caine 
has used.it on the right side and beaten 
Caianhas at his own game. 

Hall Caine has also Seen what none 
of our officials and foreign office min- 
isters have ever. dreamt of. I mean 
the coming reconciliation between the 
best Christians and the best Mahomet- 
ans. The greatest thing that the em-. 
pire has done is to knock out of us 
Britons the insular and insolent big- 
otry that used tO assume that our 
sharé of inspiration and revelation 
was the whole, and that other people's 
prophets were impostors and other 
people’s creeds damnable errors. Whilst 
Arab children were, taught to respect 
Jesus in the name of Mahomet, Eng- 
lish children were taught to despise 
and slander Mahomet in the:-name of 
Jesus. This is a heavy score to the 
credit of Mahomet: but the same fate 
finally overtook both ° prophets: the 
cults established ‘on their teachings 
ended by claiming their authority. for 
most of the errors they strove against. 
Christianitv has already undergone one 
reformation. and it is verv badly in 
want of another. Mahometanism, is in 
the same predicament: and: since the 
essential religious ideas by “which both 
sects (thev are onlv sects, big as they 
are), will be reformed are the same, the 
opportunitv for a reconciliation is a 
golden one,.and Hall.Caine, in seetng 
and understanding it. has risen to the 
height of hfs profession. Mahometan- 
ism, has. from the point of view. of the 
sceptical educated Englishman of the 
Darwinian périod (that is, of thé gov- 
erning class of today). the advantage 
that whereaS many ‘such EAglishmen 
do not believe that Jesus ever existed, 
and those who do despise Him because 
He was not “Ae to survive in the 
struggle for Hfe, Mahomet’s existence 
is aS‘ unduestionable as Hénry the 
EKighth's. and his success was as solid 
as Mr. Carnegie’s. Also when his fo}- 
lowers persisted in trying to degrade 
him from the rank of prophet to that 
of a vulgar wizadtd (exactly as in the 
case of Jesus) he honestly and impa- 
tiefitly told them’ dgain and again that 
he was only a man, and could not per- 
form miracles. Thus he appeals to 
men who are by temperament anti- 
Christian, just as he appealed to Na- 
poleon, who said at St. Helena that he 
thought -Mahometanism: was, on “the 
whole, the most useful of the religions. 

Now as to the definite charges made 
against Hall Caine for his new book, 
“The White Prophet.” I leave out of 
the question the hackneyed literary 
attack. HaW Caine sells a thousand 
coples where“most of the rest of us 
either sell a hundred or cannot escape 
from journalism into books at all. 
We-console ourselves by! privately ob- 
serving that his style is different from 
ours, and publicly saying that he has 
no style at all. And when he does a

For which we ought t6 be’ shot as trai- 
tors to our profession. However, that 
matters to nobody but our petty selves. 
The public charges against the novelist 
are the important ones. 

First, he is charged with usine Lord 
Cromer as a model for one of hie fig- 
ures. Well, why shoulé he not? He 
had to present a type of which Lord 
Cromer has been held up as the 
ideal representative. ° He has given 
his figure a private history that com- 
pletely detaches it from Lerd Cromer 
as a private man. And he has taken 
Lord Cromer’s public traits at the high- 
est’ valuation of Lord Cromer’s most 
devoted flatterers. He has certainly 
not said an unfavorable word for 
which he has not Lord Cromer’s own 
wafrant in published. official “dotu- 
It is trué that the figure he 
draws is a character in a romance; but 
are the innumerable newspaper arti- 
cles that told the tale of the conspiracy 
of Islam, and the stréng stern Eng- 
lishman who stamped it out by.hang- 
ing and flogging helpless unarmed, 
unorganized peasants any the less ro- 
mances, and very vile and . silly ro- 
mances, too? If we refuse to read 
bluébooks, and insist on having ro- 
mances, let us at least have them writ- 
ten by a master hand, with some 
knowledge and conscience behind it. 

The next charge is that Hall Caine’s 
picture of the British occupation is 
not' in accord with the facts. This 1s 
true. Hall Caine has neither the cyni- 
cism nor the specific talent for extrav- 


intentions are.|*%ant farce to paint the official occu- 


pation as it really is. When I did it— 
when I told the story of how the affi- 
cials demanded the suppression of the 
Egyptian newspapers and “a consid- 
erable increase in the army of occupa- 
tion” because three thieves knocked a 
soldier off a donkey—everybody laugh- 
ed, but nobody belleved me. I quoted 
the official letters and gave the offi- 
cial references in vain: the facts are 
too. absurd, too grotesquely comic to 
be credible. There are truths too ridic- 
ulous to be thinkable except as jokes, 
just as there are truths too shameful 
to be mentioned by decent writers. 
Hall Caine has throughout represented 
occupation officialism as public-spir- 
ited, high-minded and earnestly patri- 
otic even when misled and mistaken. 
There is no evidence that it deserves 
any such compliment. On its own 
showing, it is mostly snobbish, unpish, 
buffsh, narrow, ignorant, conceited, and 
subject to paroxysms of panic.in which 
it is capable of the vilest cruelty and 
injustice. But it is protected from 
exposure by the idolatry of official- 
ism which has lately taken possession 
of England.- Only the other day Mr. 
Walkley, an upper division civil serv- 
ant, and one of the most brilliant 
critical essayists in the country, told 


‘the select committee on Stage plays, 


in effect, that he had no faith in the 
power of decency, honor, virtue, the 
grace of God, or the common law to 
keep the English theater from de- 
bauchery, but that all those ferces 
could not do could be done infallibty, 
omniciently and omnipotently—in 
short, divinely—by an official. And 
the speaker of the house of commons 
indorsed his opinion: Both gentle- 
men natvely: added that the theater had 
become 80 corrupt under official des- 
potism that they could not take their 
daughters to see Officially licensed 
plays without careful inquiry before- 
hand-as to their decency. What is to 
be done in the face of such idolatrous 
infatuation? 

The next charge—a well-worn one— 
is that “The White Prophet” has in- 
flamed sedition and provoked riot and 
insurrections. The curt reply that it 
hasn’t is too trite to be interesting: 
besides it is a mere fact, and facts are 
not popular in this country. Why does 
the official world always make thfs 
charge? For exactly the same reason 
that the lion tamers at the music-halls 
always put up atrong railings and 
carry terrible whips and iron bars 
when they enter the den and stand 
dauntlessly in the midst. of twenty 
lions. If they revealed the fact that 
the lions had been carefully fed to such 
an extent that the offer of a nice 
Plump baby would simply nauseate 
them—if they reminded the audience 
that African travelers testify that it 
takes several days’ starvation to in- 
duce a lion to attack a man—people 
would not pay to see the perform- 
ance. But it is more romantic to be- 
lieve that the performer is facing a 
frightful danger With fron nerve. Even 
when the lady (it is more effective 
when a lady does it) has openly to 
slash a lion across the eyes with a 
whip before it can‘be pérsuaded even 
to growl at her, the audience still loves 
to think that she is taking her Hfe in 
her hand. Now this is a very favorite 
officia] performance in Egypt, except 
that as our officials go through it with 
sheep instead of lions, more sensational 
steps have to be taken to persuade

It is 
lucky for the officials that the English 
are not logical; for the first half of 
the official story is that the Egyptians 
are such abject slaves and cowards 
that England had to rescue them from 
the most horrible oppression by Is- 
mail, and could make soldiers of them 
only by giving them English officers;

That is why their 
condition is so miserable amd their his- 
tory so dishonorable. If we could de- 
pend on a sanguinary revolution in Eng- 
land once a month until the crooked 
made straight, and the rough 
places plain, we should presently be a 
happy and prosperous nation. The 
real objection to Hall] Caine’s novel] is 
that it may make the Egyptians too 
patient and confiding by persuading 
them that all Englishmen are are sym- 
pathetic and as high-minded as the au- 
thor. 

Finally there is the obection that 
Hail Caine’s hero, an Arab, has a 
“creeping” resemblance to Jesus, who, 
as we all know, was a thorough Eng- 
lish gentleman. Worse still, he has, in 
doing so, suggested that Jesus was a 
reality instead of a picture by Holman 
Hunt. Mr. Gilbert Chesterton has ust 
said very truly and forcibly that the 
one thing you must not assume in Eng- 
land is that God !s something real. 
“like a tiger.” If we keep a god at all, 
we keep Him ag we keep a watch dog: 
he may bite everybody else—indeed.

(germany manufactures annually 420,- 
909 tons of paper: England, 260,000 
tons: France. 190.000 tons; Austria 155,- 
000 tons: and Italy, 120,000 tons. But 
the United States makes and uses more 
paper than all. Europe, the annual pro- 
duction amounting to 1,300,000 tons. A 
French fournal mentions the following 
novel uses of paper in America: 

Roofs of paper and compressed wood 
pulp have proved successful. A Chicago 
firm makes paper garments which are 
so light. flexible and convenient that 
they are largely used in hospitals. The 
paver is made of the bark of the paper 
mulberry tree. and is tubsized and fine- 
ly scraped. Several sheets are super- 
posed and sewen toOgether. The gar- 
ments have narrow .woolen bindings, 
buttons, buttonholes' and other fasten- 
ings. Paper cigars are made by Bsteep- 
ing paper pulp for ten days in a decoc- 
tion of cigar clippings. passing it be- 
tween cylinders and rolling the sheets 
into the form of a cigar. 

Paper bottles and: grain bags are 
made in Philadelphia. A recent inven- 
tion is the paper horseshoe, which, ac- 
eording to the inventor, is more dura- 
Ble as well as lighter than the iron 
shoe. and eliminates all danger to the 
hoof. as it is attached not only by 
nails, but by cement. - Two German 
engineers have invented a sort of re- 
inforced paper, composed Of paper pulp, 
canvas, linen and raw silk, reinforced 
with steel wire. The new materia) is 
light. waterproof, fireproof and sultable 
for the construction of vessels. includ- 
ing warships, motor cars and other ve- 
hicles. for railways, street pavements, 
and many other uses.

Will Uncle Sam spank Nicaragua? ; 

If the hurried dispatch of two American warships to that revofttion- 
racked country is an indication, taken in conjunction with the unusually 
stiff attitude of Secretary Knox, the contingency appears by no means 
remote. 

In the midst of ane of its perennial revolutions, the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment seems to have made the mistake of summarily executing Leroy 
Cannon and Leonard Grace, two Americans, for alleged complicity in an 
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One cable from Managua states the men were put to death only after 
a fair trial by court-martial, and after they had confessed their guilt to 
the authorities, as well as to relatives in this country through the medium 
of letters. 

But the American consul has advised the state department that the 
abrupt execution was without warrant in the facts, and Washington is 
minded to take extraordinary steps to impress upon President Zelaya that 
he cannot play fast and loose with the lives of American citizens. 

The incident, ugly and complicated in itself, is only a reminder of our 
difficult and perturbing relations with the pee-wee and hot-headed coun- 
tries to the south of us. The majority of the South American nations have 
for some years evinced an ability to enforce orderly government, but Cen- 
tral America is still a focal center of rebellion, disorder and anarchy, with 
the menace to life and property about equally divideu. 

What can we do about it, at least from the standpoint of permanent 
order? If we intervene, we step into a mare’s-nest of endless possibilities 
and complications. If we do not intervene, we risk the invasion of the 
Monroe doctrine by some European power exasperated by failure to obtain 
satisfaction for long-standing insults and abuses. 

Primarily, it seems our duty, as expressed by former President Roose- 
velt, to play the role on this continent of “international policeman.” Yet 
the job oas certain bewilaering features sufficient to stay the imptilse ol 
the most astute or daring diplomatist. 

In the specific instance, there is another side to be considered. Can- 
non, one of the executed men for whose death the American government 
is seeking redress, is known to have been a typical “soldier of fortune,” 
having engaged in numberless revolutions in Central and South America. 
It is not even certafn that Hie and his comrade were not gratuitously en- 
gaged in a rebellion against the Nicaraguan government, with which this 
country was supposed to be at peace. 

It is a distinct question in international ethics, whether we can afford 
to protect even our own citizens, when, taking their lives in their hands, 
they embark on enterprises of this doubtful nature in full knowledge of 


the risk they incur.

There is a secret in giving millions; they can be given in such a 
way that the good will behind them is thought of rather than the mere 
dollars and cents.. A woman's heart holds the key. Men send gifts, 
women bring them. Helen Gould meets at church services with the 
sailors, or talks to lone watchmen on her railroads; Mrs. Sage asks the 
workman on the street what his family has to eat; Mrs. Vanderbilt 
goes among the suffering in her hospital, scattering flowers and cheer; 
Miss Dodge meets the giri strange to the city at the station and starts 
her out in safety The man philanthropist pushes the bundle of let- 
ters over to his private secretary. 


To this general statement may be filed a conditional bill of excep- 


tions. 
The approved charity of today is organized as exactly, as intelligently 


and carefully as is business. It has lost its reckless habit of. silencing 
the whine of the beggar:-with a quarter and doing nothing whatever to 


prevent him from needing another one almost immediately. 

For instance, in the case of the noted Pittsburg Survey, in which men 
had as dominant a part as women, they did not address their efforts to- 
ward the amelicration of surface conditions, but compiled one of the most 
perfect reports of hygienic and sanitary and moral neglect and its conse- 
quence in history. From that they are working to a remedy. 

Speaking by and large, however, it is women who have taught men 
the gentler side of philanthropy, the invaluable and indispensable method 
of personal approach and personal sympathy. |

Editor Constitution: As a Georgian 
and one whose life has been spent in 
this community, without his knowledge 
and in all probability with the risk of 
provoking a degree of displeasure in 
him, I cannot refrain from a public 
expression of my profound admiration 
for the self-sacrificing labor now being 
given by Atlanta’s first citizen to one 
of the rarely great causes presented 
in this city. 

It has been truly said that the su- 
preme question in civilization is educa- 
tion: that the cheapest, easiest and 
surest road to universal education is 
to educate those who are to be the 
mothers and teachers of future genera- 
tions; that the chief factors of any 
civilization are its homes and primary 
schools, and that homes and primary 
schools are made by women rather than 
men. 

The wife and mother is the priestess 
in humanity's temple, and presides at 
the very foundation head of civiliza- 
tion. 

When we educate a man we educate 
one person; when we educate a mother, 
we educate a whole family. 

Seventy-eight out of every 100 teach- 
ers in all the state common school 8ys- 
tems of this country are women. 

Three hundred and five out of 325 
teachers in the public schools of the 
city of Atlanta are women. 

Twelve thousand and four hundred 
of the 13,000 public school children of 
Atianta. therefore, after leaving a 
mother’s influence, daily come under 
the influence of the 305 women teach- 
ers in this city. 

This first citizen of Atlanta, doubt- 
less impressed in his great mind and 
heart with such truths and facts, for 
years has consecrated his purse and 
abilities to the educational uplift of 
his city and state. As chairman, four 
years ago, of a state-wide committee 
of business men, he rendered the cause 
of education for the masses the most 
signa! service. | happen to know some- 
thing of the gplendid results of that 
educational campaign-—they are evi- 
denced today on our statute books by 
an annual increase of $500,000 in our 
state common school fund; by eleven 
state agricultura! high schools; a mag- 
nificent state college of agriculture, mul- 
tiplied local systems all over the state, 
and a growing state-wide sentiment in 
favor of state aid to secondary or high 
school education, that will, in my opin- 
ion, soon eventuate in the amendment 
of our state constitution so as to allow 
such appropriations. 

In sight from your city hall stands 
the finest school of technology in the 
south, today equipping 600 young Geor- 


: gians to aid in the deyelopment/of the 


magnificent resources of this common- 
wealth. 

Atlanta knows the part that her first 
citizen took in securing the location of 
this schoo] within her limits, of his 
liberal donations and of his labors as 
charman of its beard in all the earlier 
years of its history and growth. 

There has not been in the past thir- 
ty-five or forty years a movement in 
this city, for its material, educational 
Or mora] uplift, that this first eiti- 
zen has not been at the front. A few 


years ago the fate of a great exposi- 


tion of the south’s wonderful resources 
trembled on the brink, and disaster and 
failure for once faced a city which 
had never known such an experience. 

This first citizen stood in the breach 
that year, and, consecrating his purse 
and his superb talents to the task, led 
in the final effort that crowned Atlan- 
ta’s Piedmont exposition with success 
and brought population and wealth 
within her confines. 

I need not, I cannot, enumerate the 
times nor the ways in which this first 
citizen has won this title, because of 
his great deeds and in gpite of his re- 
tiring modesty; Atlanta knows them 
and loves him for them. 

Today when by all the rights of a well- 
spent life, with doubtless three score 
and a quarter active years behind him. 
when he could be taking his ease and 
enjoying well-earned rest, he is giving 
money, time, energy and prayers to 
doubtless the crowning effort of his 
fruitful life. 

Others have founded—-he is crown- 
ing establishment. 

To secure gifts of $125,000 for the 
endowment of a college for the educa- 
tion of the daughters of our southland, 
within two miles of this city and vir- 
tually a part of it, $225.000 additional 
must be raised by November 30. 

Of this sum he has promised nearly 
one-fourth. Had he done nothing more, 
that would have been enough. 

But he has not stopped with munif- 
cence. As I have, for weeks, daily 
watched this great and good man, ad- 
vanced in years, day and night, ‘midst 
sunshine and clouds, risking health 
and sacrificing ease. walk these streets 
and visit offices in an effort to impress 
his friends and neighbors with the 
needs of our daughters of this city, of 
the state, of the south and of the pres- 
ent opportunity of making Atlanta an 
educational as well as a commercial 
center, have bowed my head in admi- 
ration and with veneration. 

Tireless, patient, full of faith, con- 
secrating his own self to such a work, 
he has given Agnes Scott college what 
men and women the world over Value 
higher than dollars—a good man’s 
heart. 

Will Atlanta and Decatur disappoint 
such a man in his heart's desire? 

Whatever we do, this first citizen of 
Atlanta, and we need not name him, is 
building a monument “before which 
the fleeting years shall pause in ss- 
ing to! write ever new inscriptions of

First Board of Trustees. 

The board of trustees, much of this 
formative period, who were charged 
with the duties and guidance of many 
of these enterprises, was @p honora- 
ble and strong one, such men as Judge 
William H. EBzzard. who was for a 
long time chairman of the board of 
trustees, had associated with him 
Er Lawshe, B. H. Hill, Sr. Albert H. 
Colquitt, Judge James Jackson, N. J. 
Hammond, C. W. Hunnicutt, G. W. D. 
Cook and George Winship. These were 
all exemplary men, and their qualities 
have been portrayed in the work com- 
mitted to their charge. 

In the early days of Wesley Chapel, 
negroes, who were then slaves, belong- 
ed to the church, having their seats in 
the rear and in the gallery of the 
church, and after the war, when the 
negroes were made free, the white 
members stated to them that the 
changed conditions made it necessary 
for them to go to themselves. There 
was a subscription raised by the mem- 
bership of the church of about $700, 
and the negroes took this money and 
erected a church of their own. Thus 
their membership was disposed of. 

Much could be said of the early or- 
ganization of Wesley Chapel and the 
men who constituted the same. Such 
men as Payne, Cozart, Joseph Winship, 
Samuel Walker, Willis F. Peck, N. J. 
Hammond and many others, who have 
passed beyond the river, could be 
mentioned. 

At the death of Edwin Payne, he 
bequeathed to the First Methodist 
chureh the sum of $500, and this sum 
was to be loaned out at interest of 7 
per cent and the money so derived to 
be used towards payment of the pas- 
tor’s salary. 

The First Methodist Charch. 

The name of Wesley Chapel was 
continued until the cornerstone of the 
old First Methodist church, located at 
the present site of the Candler bulld- 
ing, was laid on September 1, 1870, 
and the church, which is now located 
on Peachtree, at the junction of Ivy, 
since that time, has been known &as 
the First Methodist Episcopal church 
of Atianta. 

The articles of agreement between 
Er Lawshe, Joseph Winship, Robert F 
Maddox, George W. D. Cook, Frank 
P. Rice and James C. Davis, who were 
the building committee of the church, 
and to William C. Newman and John 
N. Payne were executed March 14, 
1870. W. H. Parkins was the architect 
selected to draw plans for the church 
building that took the place of Wesley 
Chapel. Thecornerstone of the First 
Methodist church, which was located on 
Houston street, near the junction of

Peachtree and Pryor, was laid Septem-} 


ber 1, 1870, ith the following  in- 
scription thereon: “First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. 

Dr. W. P. Harrison was pastor when 
this church was built. The church 
had been carrying a large debt for 
several years, which was wiped out 
through the efforts of General C. A, 
Evans,

This church is truly the foundation 
of Methodism in Atlanta, A Sabbath 
school was established !

Perhaps the readers of the various 
well-known monthly magazines natar- 
ally think that these great publications 
have their own printing plants. Save 
in rare instances, such is not the case. 

In fact, just about six of the well- 
known magazines are published from 
their own plants, and of this half 
dozen, Uncle Remus’s Home Magazine 
is one.

Nearly two-thirds of the fourth floor 
is occupied by the electrotyping de- 
partment. This plant was laid out by 
R. Hoe & Co., from whom it was pur- 
chased, and the arrangement is said 
to be more nearly idea] than in any 
other plant in the United States. While 
it is not the largest plant in this coun- 
try, it is the most perfect, has the most 
modern machinery and is the the best 
equipped in every way. Each machine 
is run with an individual motor, with 
the resultant of a great saving of 
power, a8 a matter of fact, every ma- 
chine in Uncle Remus’s Home Magazine 
plant is run by individua] motor. 

In addition to handling all the plates 
of the Uncle Remus’s Home Magazine 
and The Southern Ruralist, a large 
amount of job work is handled by this 
electrotyping plant, which has a record 
of turning out the quickest job in the 
history of the south. 


Composing Room. 


Uncle Remus’s Home Magazine seems 
ta be a small one compared to the 
other portions of the plant. One rea 
son for this is the fact that the type is 
contained ‘n specially made stands. 
This permits of economizing in space, 
and where newspaper plants in At- 
lanta, for instance, require three times 
as much space for their type, it is 
not likely that any newspaper in At- 
lanta has more type at its disposa! 
than Uncie Remus’s Home Magazine. 

The magazine type matter ‘gs set on 
linotype machines of the very latest 
models and enables the magazine to 
be set up both rapidly and accurately. 
From the linotype machine the type

New Orleays, November 20.—(Spe- 
elal.)—The cotton trade is now upon 
the @ve of another census bureau gin- 
ners’ report, and remembering how the 
Market acted on the last report of 
this character, operators have shown 
a tendency to discount figures that 
may poss bly be construed as bearish. 
Hence the declining tendency display- 
ed by the market towards the end of 
his week. 

As ths ginning period, covering up 
to November 14, this year, includes one 
more ginning day than last vear, there 
is every reason to believe that at least 
@ million bales have been ginned since 
the date up to which The last report 
was made. This would bring the tota) 
g@innings to November 14 up to a total) 
of 8,012,000 bales, as compared with 
9,535,809 last year and 7,300,665 in 1907. 
The general expectation here is that 
the figures issued by the government 
Monday morning, before the opening 
ef the American markets. will actual- 
ly show close to 8,100,000 bales ginned, 
which may have a temporarily bear-- 
ish effect. The disposition of the lo- 
cal talent, therefore, has been to ds- 
count the report beforehand, and, -in 
the event of any break in the market, 
such was witnessed on the previous 
census bureau report, many traders 
who have liquidated wil! be in a posi- 
tion to buy back their cotton at a 
lower l&avel of values. 

But Little Spot Offering. 

If, by any possibility, the figures 
should come under 8,000,000 bales, 
there would likely be a scramble to get 
aboard for another bx advance in the 
market, and prices would probably go 
sky-rocketing. On the other hand, any 
break in values would probably be of 
short duration, as there are a large 
number of unfilled spot commitments 
that must be attended to befcre De- 
ecember 1. Offerings in the interior 
are of such a character as to show 
that there is no spot cotton for sale 
except at a constantly advancing spot 
basis. Any break in the market would 
mean the cessation of all spot offerings, 
which would probably result nm an- 
other convulsive rise, stich as was wit- 
nessed after the last census report, 
when the trade in genera! found that 
the spot holders in the south were un- 
willing to sell at the reduced level of 
prices. 

The recently much-talked-of “top 
crop” in Texas, as well as in several 
other states, where the crop is prac- 


, er having been experienced 


through- 
Out the belt this week almost to the 
gulf coast. This top crop was the sole 
Surviving hope of the bear element so 
far as the crop situation was concern- 
ed. Like all other bearish prospects, 
this season it vanished from the scene 
just at a time when, to imaginative 
minds, it was beginning to assume the 
appearance of reality. 

Receipts in the Atlantic states have 
been falling off lately in a manner 
that can be accounted for in only two 
ways. Either the crop in your section 
is not as large as some estimators and 
a large portion of the trade have been 
inclined to believe, or else your farm- 
ers, having sold the. bulk of thetfr 
crop at top-notch prices of the sea- 
JOn, gre unwilling to dispese of the 
rest Of their holdings much under the 
15-cent level. In any event the situa- 
tion in the Atlantics igs none too reé- 
assuring for those who might be dis- 
posed to go short of the market on the 
unsatisfactory trade reports that ema- 
nate, from time to time, from New 
England, southern and foreign spin- 


tically gathered, has been nipped in 
the bud by Jack Frost, freezing weath-! 


-_ 


ning concerns. The report most in 
circulation is that with cotton at 156 
cents for ,middling, cloths cannét he 
made and sold at a profit with tile 
present prices obtainable for goods. 
Situation Growing Brighter. 

Even if. this statement were true, 
about which I am very skeptical, th 
Situation in this respect is growing 
brighter every day, as lately ad- 
vances have been noted in nearly all 
grades of Standard cioths. In a’ good 
many instances mills, jit is reported, 
are still using cotton bought at last 
year’s low level, so that even if the 
present prices On goods are not on a 
parity with 15-cent cotton, the mills 
are still profiting by the low prices 
at which the last crop sold.. The law 
of averages demands that the present 
crop, unmistakably a short one, shguld 
sell at a price that would raise te 
average at which the two crops to- 
@ether should sel!l, and thus equalize 
the economic condition bearing upon 
both the producér and the consumer, 
Owing to the ill-advised legislation in 
many of the southern states against 
contract trading in cotton, the south 
was in no position last season to fight 
the New York. bear crowd and the far- 
eign spinning element, which employ 
the Liverpool and the New York con- 
tract markets as weapons with which 
to beat down the price of our south- 
ern staple. This year the same tac- 
tics were attempted, Dur were foiled 
by the ‘intervention of nature, which 
consistently favored the bul! side, and 
by the daring of a stron group of 
southern and western opefators, who 
have succeeded in trimming the New 
York bears and the L.verpool strmd- 
diers to a queen’s taste.

the company. Thus, the expert culti- 
vating insures the maximum _yield, 
and the expert selling, the maximum 
returns for the crop. Of these returng 
the company generally keeps one-half, 
and the other half goes to the farmer. 
Some farmers have been able to pay 
off most of their debt and to acoumu- 
late a little pig besides, and the life 
of the colony barely counts four years.

000, and Manila has been protected 
from the extension of waterborn dis- 
eases. A new sewer system for Manila 
has been constructed at a cost of 
$1,650,000, and the esteros and river 
are protected from sewage pollution. 
The 31 miles of esteros have been} 
dredged and cleaned of the filthy ac- 
cumulations of years. A complete 
system of daily street sweeping has 
been put into effect and crematories 
have been built for the disposal of 


garbage.

Dr. J. W. Lee, pastor of Trinity

Professor Bowness letter to Dr. Lee 


is as follows: 
“Boston, November 15, 1909. 

“My Dear Dr. Lee: I read with great 
pleasure the report of your lecture 
given in the Springfield Republican. 
It seems to be exceedingly impressive 
and very encouraging. We are really 
coming to a time where we shall have 
-to apply good sense and all our knowl- 
edge for the order of life. When the 
race Started there Was not intelligence 
enough to go around, and we could 
live on the bounty of nature and get 
along by crude methods, guided for 
the most part by instinct that was far 
from wise in a great Many cases, 
but which, however, did service in 
keeping us going, and was not abso- 
lutely useless. But now we have come 
to think and look before and after. 
the wasting of national resources 
Must stop, and shiftlessness and !dle- 
hess and thoughtlessness must be more 


heavily discounted than ever. It seems |: 
to me that the survival of the fittest is | 


beginning to keep a rather closer ac- 
count with us than it used to. 
ders in the old times were not so de- 
structive, but blunders now are more 
far-reaching. 

“With regard to that nitrogen mat- 
ter, I have often turned my thought 
toward the supply of nitrogen itn the 
air as the great source of plant food.

Possibly some kind 
of solar intelligence might be set up 
in the deserts of Arizona and the trop- 
ical countries where there is contin- 
ual sunshine, so that we could get 
much energy in that way. For the 
rest we may yet have to fall back 
on alcohol. It seems that alcohol can 
be made cheaply out of a great dea! 
of vegetable matter and refuse. If 
that process could be cheapened so 
that we could connect it with the ani- 
mal growth of things, there would be 
no risk of our being speedily frozen 
out. All these natural deposits which 
are not renewed by growth must soon- 
er or later be used up, but if we 
could arrange to make the processes 
of plant life supply our wants from 
year to year we might contrive to keep 
xoing indefinitely. And who knows 
but some of these days We may suc- 
ceed in the old dream of transmuta- 
tion of the elements into one another 
So as to produce right along whatever 
We may need.

COY’S CLEVER TOE 
BRINGS YALE VICTORY 


He Wins Foo‘al Cham ionship 
by Two Urop Kicks for 
Goal 


HARVARD OUTRUSHED YALE 
EUT WERE PENALIZED HEAVILY 


Coy’s Kicking Far Outdistanced 
Minot’s, While Yale’s Backs 
Ran Back the Latter’s Punts 
to Greater Advantage---Har- 
vard’s Penalties Cost Her a 
Big Loss of Territory.

Cambridge, Mass., November 20.—The 
Splendid kicking of Captain Edwin H. 
Coy brought the eastern intercollegiate 
football championship back to Yale to- 
day in an old-fashioned football gama, 
in which Harvard went down to defeat 
by a score of 8 to 0. Driving the Crim- 
son team steadily back by his long 
punts, Captain Coy dropped two goals 
from the fleld, and the aggressive for- 
wards of the Yale team contributed two 
points more by blocking a Harvard 
punt, which resulted in a safety for 
the Crimson. 

While Yale seemed to win easily, 
the game was a distinct disappoint- 
ment from a Harvard standpoint, for 
the Crimson eleven showed more than 
twice the power of the Blue in straight 
rushing, and at one time in the game 
carried the ball 53 yards in four scrim- 
mages. 

Yale disclosed nothing in the way 
of spectacular football, while Harvard 
resorted to but few open methods of 
play. 

Yale Relied on Coy. 

It seemed Yale’s policy to rely on 
Captain Coy'’s kicking rather than on 
any intricate plays. Only twice in the 
contest did Yale seriously threaten the 
Crimson goal line by straight rushing. 
In both instances the Hlarvard defense 
stopped the progress at the li-yard 
line and Captain Coy’s efforts for field 
goals on these occasions failed. 

The game started with one of those 
Harvard errors, and a Yale score seem- 
ed inevitable in the first few minutes 
of play. But the Crimson defense at 
once showed its sterling qualities by 
holding Yale. 

While the Harvard forwards ‘‘got the 
jump” on those of Yale, their aggres- 
siveness robbed the team of more than 
100 yards in penalties. 

The game started encouragingly for 
Harvard after O'Flahert.’s first muff. 
The ball was rushed twice to the Yale 
30-yard line, some of the Harvard gains 
being 15 and 20 yards straight through 
the Yale team. Then came the Crimson 
penalties which seemed to take away 
much of the aggressive power. 

Safety Scored. 

Kicking was resorted to, and each 
time Minot received poor protection. 
Finally, on his 20-yard line, the ball 
was blocked and rolled over the Crim- 
50n goal line, where Corbett fell on it 
for a safety and the first score of the 
game. 

For the balance of the half the ball 
was always in Harvard's territory, and 
three times unsuccessful tries for goals 
were made. With the ball on Harv- 
ards 25-yard line, and standing 10 
yards back, Captain Coy added 3 points 
more by a pretty fleld goal, with two 
minutes to spare. 

Yale did more rushing in the second 
half, but usual'y kicked on the sec- 
ond or third down, and again Harvard 
was driven steadily back until the ball 
was once more on the Harvard 26- 
vard line. Here, Captain Coy repeated 
his feat, and 3 more points were added 
to Yale’s score. All through the lat- 
ter half, with comparatively few sub- 
stitutes, Harvard showed ability to 
plerce the Yale line for short, but in- 
consistent, gains. Penalties, however, 
almost invariably turned the forward 
movement into a retreat. 

Coy’s Kicking Wins. 

The character of the game can be 
well understood by an analysis of the 
play. Yale rushed 51 times for a total 
distance of 98 yards. Coy punted 23 
times from downs for a total of 7156 
yards. The Yale back field ran back 
the Harvard punts for a distance of 88 
yards. Yale had two first downs and 
suffered twice from penalties for a 
total loss of 25 yards. 

Harvard rushed 80 times for 224 
yards, and Minot kicked 22 times from 
scrimmages for 598 yards. The Yale 
run back for a total of 36 
yards, while Harvard scored eight 
first downs through the Yale line. 
Harvard's ten penalties showed an 
cagressse loss of 160 yards.

+ Memphis, Tenn., November 20.—A riot 
in which fifteen or twenty medical 
@tudents were battered and bruised, 
ended the foctball game here today be- 
‘tween the Memphis Hospital Medica! 
college and the University of Memphis, 
formerly the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, at the clase of the first half 
when the score stood 34 to 0 in favor of 
the university.

Snappy Car Does Remarkable 
- Stunt at 9,000-Foot Elevation

. HK. W. Swanbrough, of Denver, is a

Some interesting light on how ex- 
tensive and expensive are the methods 
involved n decorating Madison Square 
Garden for the tenth National Auto- 
mobile Show, which will be held there 
during the week of January 8 to 15, 
was shed at a recent conclave between! 
W. W. Knowles. the decorator gen- 
eral, and the committee in charge of 
the show, the committee consisting of 
Colonel! George Pope, chairman; 
Charles Clifton. E. P. Chalfant and 
Secretary Merle L. Downs. The dis- 
cussion turned upon the details of 
the preparatory work which ‘s now in 
progress. From the way the various 
items were dea!t with it seemed almost 
as if the committee was plann ng to 
create a permanent hall of art instead 
of a seven-day affair in an exhibition 
building. It is almost unbel evable 
that so much elaboration ever would 


be entered upon for an exhibition of 
motor cars. Already carpenters, sign- 
makers, woodworkers and painters are 
working zealously on the skeleton 
work for the decorative creations. 

In seeking to produce a proper set- 
ting for the motor cars, motorcycles 
and accessories, the show managers 
will not spare expense; this ‘s made 
very clear by the fact that more than 
$30,000 are to be expended for the 
decorations. The. annual 
show in the Garden is becoming every 
year more important as a social event, 
at which the latest fashions, ‘n both 
cars and costumes, are displayed, and 
for several years now it has been the 
yearly affair for which the Garden is 
most handsomely decorated. White

But that 
Mr. Vanderbilt should undertake such 
a work is an encouraging sign of the 
times. It is a new step.in the warfare 
against the great white plague. To’ 
many such a f ght seems hopeless, but 
there is the enceuraging fact that al- 
ready excellent results have been at- 
tained. Thousands of people are being 
rescued and the more important fact 
is that tuberculosis, except in its ad- 
vanced stages, is no longer considered 
a sentence of death, as was formerly 


the case. 


Revival in Electrical Export 


Trade. 

Commenting on the present condition 
and prospects of the electrical export 
trade. as shown by the latest returns, 
The Electrical World says: 

“In certain branches ef trade there 
is distinct improvement: while others 
are slow in emerging from depression. 
The export of electrical instruments 
and apparatus during September reach- 
ed the respectable total of $686,049. as 
compared with $430,785 a year ago. 
This is really a notable gain, and if the 
rate is maintained 1906-7 will soon be 
left behind. The revival is not so 
marked in electrical machinery: but 
even there the sales abroad were $4890.- 
835. as compared with $568,525. indi- 
cative of growing taste and absorption 
that had nearly stopped buying at al), 
The total for this September is, there- 
fore, $1,166,884. as compared with $999.- 
310 in 1908. an inerease of $167,574, a 
gain of nearly 15 per cent. Such data 
justify optimism, not only as to Amer- 
ican electrical conditions, but as te 
those of the world-at-large.”

Interesting Reports Are Made 
on Quarterly Review, Wesley 
Memorial Church and Other 
Enterprises---Bishop Hendrix 
Pays Glowing Tribute to Me- 
morial and Work It Is Doing. 


Through four crowded and success- 
ful hours, Bishop Eugene R. Hendrix 
yesterday morning directed the affairs 
of the North Georgia Methodist Con- 
ference, now t!n session at St. Paul’s 
church. Always equal to every emer- 
gency, direct, tactful and efficient, the 
bishop dispatched business in an order- 
ly way, and yet in a manner to avoid 
friction and ill-feeling. 

The most interesting ,work of the 
morning was to complete the selection 
of lay and clerical delegates to the 
gGuadrennial convention to be held in 
Asheville, N. C., next May. It required 
six separate ballots to accomplish this 
result. 

The following were named: 

Lay Delegates—John D. Walker. of 
Sparta; Sam Tate, of Tate: John N. 
Holder, of Jackson; J. F. Loftis, Jo- 
seph A. McCord, of Atlanta, and S. E. 
Leigh, of Grantville. 

Clerical Delegates—Revs. Messrs. J. 
E. Dickey, of Oxford: John D. Ham- 
mond, of Nashville, Tenn.; J. H. Eakes. 


of Griffin; M. J. Cofer, of Atlanta; W. 


P. Lovejoy, of Cartersville: T. J. 
Christian, of Augusta, and B. P. Allen, 
of Cedartown. 

Athens was ‘chosen as.the place for 
holding the next annual conference, 
after a spirited contest, !n which min- 
isters from Augusta, Athens, Rome and 
Hartwell participated. 

Next Conference at Athens. 

The'‘claims of Athens were urged by 
Rev. M. L. Troutman in an effective 
way. Rev. Richard Wilkinson spoke 
eloquently for St. James’ church, Au- 
gusta; Rev. C. C. Jarrell for Rome, and 
Rev. O. L. Kelley for Hartwell. On 
a standing vote it was found that nine- 
ty ministers preferred to go to Athens, 
and no other city received one-third 
as many, So Athens was elected.

When he had concluded, Dr. James 


W. Lee, of Trinity church, reminded 
the members of Dr. Smith's helpless 
condition as, the result of wounds re- 
ceived in the civil war, and besought 
the mémbers to subscribe to the history 
as a benefit to themselves and the 
aged author-minister. 

Dr: Luke Johnson, of Augusta, pre- 
sented resolutions providing for the 
amplification of the constitution pre- 
scribing. the. duties .of officers of the 
board of education. The resolutions 
were adopted. 

“Division” Tabled. 

A surprise quite as unexpected came 
up in the form of a resolution signed 
by W. O. Butler, M.S. Willlams and 
other prominent members of the con- 
ference, to ask the general conference 
of 1910 for authority “to divide the 
North Georgia Conference at any .time 
it may see fit during the next quad- 
rennium.”’ 

The preamble to this résolution set 
forth that ‘the conference had now 
grown to a stage rendering this 
division needful for the highest devel- 
opment and best interests of Southern 
Methodism and of the districts in- 
volved. 

Some of the strongest members of 
the conference favored the move, but 
the majority were apparently not 
ready to commit themselves to such a 
radica] step, and the resolution wus 
tabled. 

Wesley Memorial Enterprises. 

Judge Robert T. Daniel, of Griffin, 
next made a detdiled report of the 
financial status and plan of the Wes- 
ley Memorial hospital and other en- 
terprises.: He is chairman of the con- 
ference committee on these enterprises. 
John D. Walker, of Sparta, is secretary 
of the conference committée. 

The_report showed that in 1908 there 
were 686 patients, and this year there 
were received, up to November 1, 750 
patients from twenty-one states, 346 
of whom were charity patients, 

From Christmas Collections. 

The income from Christmas collec- 
tions, funds from pay patients and 
church donations amounted to $27,- 
252.123 this year and from other sourcés 
$2,567.95. 

The expense for maintenance was 
more than the total income, and the 
money to make up the deficit has been 
borrowed from a local bank. 

There are 244 pastoral charges in the 
North Georgia Conference and 237 in 
the South Georgia Conference, making 
481 in all. The Christmas collection 
was taken up in only 386 of the 481 
churches, no collection being taken in 
165 churches. - Of the $6,000 asked for 
last Christmas, only $4,156 was collect- 
ed. Had the collections been taken up 
in all the churches it was estimated 
that the entire amount needed would 
have been collected and the hospital 
be freed of debt. For the current year 
the deficit is $2,567. 

The report urged that this year the 
Christmas collection be taken up in all 
the churches in the two conferences. 

The lot, building and furnishings for 
the Wesley Memorial church and _ hos- 
pital, when completed, will represent 


The directors of the enterprises wis 
to build and equip a home for girfls, 
to reduce the dangers menacing young 
girls who come to the city alone to 
earn a livelihood, or obtain a business 
education. Such a home will cost $75.- 
000 to build and equip. The commit- 
tee urged that authority be given the 
directors to proceed with this work.

nine-elevenths of the amount, came 

from Atlanta, $40,000 in the North

The report closed with a cordial ex- 
pression of thanks to those who had so 
generously aided in the enterprise. 

In commenting upon the report. Bish- 
op Hendrix said it meant an immense 
benefaction was being bestowed upon 
the people of the state far beyond the 
limit of the Methodist denomination. 
He spoke of the widespread and ex- 
tensive benefits it would confer on 
humanity in future years, and ald in 
the evangelization of the state. The 
broadness of the movement encompass- 
ing in its benefits people of all denomi- 
nations was dwelt upon by him. 

Feature of All Great Movements. 

“That is the feature of all great move- 
ments and great men,” he said. “It 
was true of John Wesley to a marked 
extent. It was true of Martin Luther. 
Luther does not belong exclusively to 
the Lutheran church, but to all 
churches, and it is a measure of his 
greatness how much he has contrib- 
uted to all. The shadow a great man 
casts when he passes away. furnishes 
the measure of his life and work.” 

He paid a tribute to the great work 


“of the business men who have put their 


hands to carrying on this great prac- 
ticalework of Christian philanthropy, 
and said it was a guarantee that what 
was done would be wisely and perma- 
nently done. 

Asa G. Candler spoke of the work 
whith had been undertaken. He told

“Ribbon” Sandwich. 


(From The Delineator.) 

An unusually pretty sandwich is 
the “ribbon’’ variety. To make it cut 
five slices of white bread about half 
an inen thick, and spread each with 
softened sweet butter before slioms 
it from .the loaf. . Trim off the crust 
from the sitices and shape the latter 
into squares of even size, about three 
by three inches. 

Lay each slice, buttered side up, 
upon a pastry board. -Spread the first 
one with cream cheese rubbed smooth 
with minced parsley and cress, the 
latter previously sprinkled very slightly 
with lemon juice. covuzr the next slice 
with a thin layer of smoked tongue 
fried from skin and gristle; strew the 
third with riced yoke of a hard egg 
seasoned with ‘salt, pepper, and a bit 
of dry mustard, and put a layer of 
smoked salmon or of rosy ham on the 
fourth slice. 

Pile the slices one upon the other 
evenly, and in the order mentioned, 
and top them with the fifth slice laid 
with the buttered side downward, 
Wrap careful.y in a cheese-cloth bind- 
er which has béen slightly dampened, 
and weight with a book for an hour 
or so. 

When ready to serve, remove the 
cheese-cloth and divide the little brick 
into thin slices, cutting downward with 
a keen-edged carving Knife.

Reforming Burial Customs in 
the Philippines. 


In the old days before the war it wags 
customary in the Philippine Islands to 
use the same graves five or six different 
times, according to V. G. Héiser, direc- 
tor of health, United States public 
health and marine hospital service. He 
says further that in the course of a 
few years, the excavated remains were 
thrown about or deposited 
in the osario or bone pile to make room 
for more recent remains. This prac- 
tice has been regulated in all the prov- 
inces, and many new modern cemeteries 
have been opened. Great advances have 
been made in the methods of prison 
Sanitation since this work was put into 
the care of the bureau of health at the 
time of reorganization, and in seme 
prisons th death rates have been re- 
duced from 100 or more in a thousand 
to less than sixteen. Another of the 
great sahitary achievements is the gov- 
ernment ice-plant with a dally capacity 
of 100,000 pounds of ice and 5,000 
gailons of distilled water. 

Over 5.000,000 peowte have been sys- 
tematically vaccinatéd, and districts in 
which over 6,000 deaths were reported 
annually frem smallpox now have a 
few scattering cases. Over 10,000 mi- 
croscopical examinations of stools have 
demonstrated that about ninety per 
cent of the inhabitants are afflicted 
with intestinal parasites, of which over 
ten per cent are uncinaria or hook 
worms. Measures to combat these con- 
ditions are being rapidly perfected.

SUITS FOR FEES 


FILED BY CRWIN 


Grew Out of Litigation 
Over Estate of W.B. Lowe. 


Baroness Rosenkrantz, Former- 
ly Mrs. Rebecca D. English, 
Nee Lowe, Is the Defendant. 
Two Suits Aggregate About 
$23,000. 


Marion Erwin, of Macon, filed in Fui- 


ton superior eourt yesterday a suit 
against Mrs. Rebecca D. Rosenkrantz, 
formerly Mrs. Rebecca D. English, of 
Atlanta, individually and as executrix 
of the will of the late W. B. Lowe, to 
enforce a lien claimed for a balance of 
$9,500 alleged to be due for attorney's 
fees. 

There was also filed at the same 
time a similar petition against Baroness 
tosenkrants, by Fried & Czaki, a law 
firm of New York, claiming $13,409.76 
as a balance of fees alleged to be due 
for services similar to those said to 
have been rendered by Mr. Erwin. 

Judge Pendleton signed orders for 
service by publication, and also grant- 
ed restraining orders to prevent any 
disposition being made of the proper- 
ties on which a lien is claimed, pend- 
ing a hearing on the rule nisi granted. 

Feundation of the Claim, 

Both Mr. Erwin and the New York 
firm represented Baroness Rosenkrantz 
in a suit brought against her and the 
estate of W. B. Lowe, by the nleces 
and nephews of Mr. Lowe, to whom 
the property was ultimately to have 
gone under Mr. Lowe's will, in. the 
event both his son and daughter died 
without children. 

In this petition it was alleged that 
the will was being violated in various 
ways; that the estate was being dissi- 
pated and that contrary to the terms 
of the will the income from the estate 
was being used up Instead of part of it 
being invested for the benefit of the 
ultimate legatees.

November 20.—In 
an opinion written by Judge Walter 
N. Sanborn, of St. Paul, and con- 
curred in by Judges Vandeventer, 
Hook and Adams, with a special con- 
curring opinion by Judge Hook, the 
lnited States circuit court for the 
eastern district of Missour! today 
handed down an opinion declaring the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
an illegal combination, operating in 
restraint of trade and ordered its dis- 
solution.

“The legation, while deploring this 


incident,. feels confident that when 
the facts are better known it will be 
geen that the military court did not 
exceed its power and that the relations 
between the two countries will not 
suffer.”

Harrisburg. Pa., November 20.—The 
parents of Roy Cannon are heartbrok- 
en at th econfirmation of the news of 
the death of their son.

Chicken Census. 


(From The Rochester Chronicle.) 

We can readily imagine that it will 
be a great sheck to most people to 
learn that the chicken statistics in pre- 
vious censuses are not absolutely re- 
liable. The unpleasant discovery has 
been made that the enumeration of 
1890 showed the existence of a greater 
number of chickens in this country 
than in 1900.

“In 1899 the stockholders of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
owned a majority of the stock of nine- 
teen other corporations in the 
proportions that they owned the stock 
of the Standard company, and 
twenty corporations controlled, by the 
ownership of the majority of their 
Stock or otherwise, many other 
porations. 
Control of Many Corporations. 


“Each of these corporations was en- 
gaged in some part of the 


petroleum and its 
products, and they were conducting 
about 30 per cent of the production of 
the crude o1l and more than 75 per cent 
of the busine&s of purchasing, 
transporting and selling petroleum and 
its products in xshis country. Many of 
them were engaged in commerce in 
these articles, among the several states 
and with foreign nations, and were 
natrually competitive. 

“During the ten years prior to 1879, 
the seven individual defendants had ac- 
quired control of many corporations, 
partnerships and refineries that had 
heen competing in this business; had 
Placed the majority of the stock of

those corporations and the interests in | 


property and in business thus obtained 
in various trustees to be held and oper- 
ated by -them for the stockholders of 
the Standard Oj] Company of Ohio, one 
of the nineteen companies in which 
the individual defendants were princi- 
pal stockholders and had thereby sup- 
pressed competition among these cor- 
porations and partnerships. 


The Five Trustees. 


“In ,1879 they and their 
caused all the trustees to convey 
interests in the stock, property and 
business of all these corporations to 
five trustees, to be held, operated and 
distributed by them for the stockhold- 
ers of the Standard company of Ohio. 
From 1879 until] 1892 they prevented 
these corporations and others engaged 
inthis business of which they se- 
cured control, from competing in this 
commerce by causing the control! of 
their corporations and generally of a 
majority of their stoc Ks, to be held in 
trust for the stockholders of the Stand- 
ard company of Ohio, and from 1892 un- 
ti) 1899 they accomplished the same 
result by a similar stock-holding de- 
vice and by the joint equitable owner- 
ship of the majority of the stocks of 
the corporation. 

“In the year 1899 the seven individ- 
ual defendants and thelr associates 
caused the majority of the stock of the 
nineteen corporations to be  trans- 
ferred to the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey in exchange for its stock, 
@o that the latter company thereby ac- 
quired the legal title to a majority of 
the stock of each of the nineteen com- 
Panies, the control of these companies 
and of all the companies which they 
controlled, and the power to fix the 
rates of transportation, the purchase 
and seling prices of petroleum and its 
products, which all these corporations 
should pay and receive in the conduct 
of thelr business in cOmmerce amone 
the states and with foreign nations 
Since that exchange of the stock the 
seven individual defendants have been 
and are stockholders and officers of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey. 
which has exercised and is still] using 
that power, and by its use it has pre- 
vented, and is still preventing, compe- 
tition in commerce among the states 
and with foreign nations. 

Held te be Conspiracy. 

“Held: The-transaction constituted 
a combination and conspiracy in re- 
Straint of, and to monopolize, com- 
merce among the states and with for- 
eign nations in violation of sections 1 
and 2 of the anti-trust act of July 2, 
1880, and the government is entitled 
to an injunction against the further 
continuance and operation thereof.’ 

The decree enjoins the seven indi- 
vidual defendants, the Standard Oil 
Company and its subsidiary corpora- 
tions from continuing or carrying into 
effect the illegal combination they have 
formed and from entering into any like 
combination of conspifree,, 
of which wil] be to restrain interstate 
commerce in petroleum or its products, 
Or to prolong the unlawful monopoly of 
such commerce obtained by the de- 
fendants as stated in the decree, and-< 
they are forbidden from engaging or 
continuing in interstate commerce un- 
til they discontinue their illegal com- 
bination. .

thirty companies engaged in oil busi- 
ness, the title to which was held in 
trust for them by the Standard 
Company and other trustees, in pro- 
portion to their ownership. of the 
| stock of that corporation. 
| “Thereupon on that day the Stand- 
;ard Oil Company, and all the other 
| trustees conveyed their interests in 
| the stock, property and business of 
| these concerns to George H. Vilas, M, 
R. Keith and George F. Chester in 
trust, to hold and manage them for, 
and to divide and distribute among 
| them the 37 stockholders of the Stand- 
‘ard Oil Company in proportion to 
their respective holdings of the stock 
of that company. The trustees, 
ever, did not divide or distribute, but 
operated the refineries and the com- 
panies which .they held under this 
deed, ‘and, with their earnings, pur- 
chased other property and the stock 
of other companies, until in 1882 they 
held in this trust property worth more 
than §$55,00,000.”

Northern Securities Case. 


“In the Northern Securities case 
Hill and Morgan and their associates 
acquired the control of the majority of 
the voting stock of two competitive 
railway companies and, by means of 
that ownership, the power to prevent 
them from actually competing. This 
group of stockholders subsequently 
transferred their controlling interest 
in the stock of each of these com- 
panies to the Northern Securities Com- 
pany in exchange for its stock, and the 
supreme court dectded that this trans- 
action constituted a combination in 
restraint of commerce among the 
states and affirmed a decree of this 
court which enjoined the continuance 
of its operation, The defendants and 
their associates acquired the control 
of a majority of the stock of more than 
thirty corporations, many of which 
were potentially and naturally com- 
petitive, prevented their competition 
by means of this ownership and then 
by the transfer of the stock of nine- 
teen of them to the principal company 
in exchange for its stock, placed in 
that company the control and manage- 
ment of all of them. If it was a viola- 
tion of the anti-trust act to combine 
the control of competitive corpora- 
tions in a third person in a case of 
the Northern Securities Company, 
was it not as much a violation 
of it to combine the control of ten or 
twenty or thirty of the corporations in 
one of their number in the case in 


hand? 
Answer of Defendants. 


‘The defendants answer: 
“(One.) Because these corporations 
were not competitors and had not been 
such since 1879; (two) because the 
stockholders of the principal com- 
any were the joint owners of the stock 
of the subsidiary companies and had 
the right to convey their stock in 


their acquisition, 
their method of holding, or their dis- 
position of their title to their prop- 
erty or their use of it; (three) because 
the coporations whose stock was vest- 
ed in a holding company in the North- 
ern Securities Company's case which 
were railwsys which were charged 
with the discharge of public duties, 
their pe'formance of which was pe- 
cullarly subject to regulation by the 
nation and the state, while the cor- 
porat.ons whose stock was vested in 
the Standard Oil Company in this 
case were private corporations, and 
‘four) because if any restraint of 
trade resulted from the trust in 1899 
it was neither direct, immediate or 
substantial.”

The, Power ef Congress. 


Continuing the opinion says: 

‘The contention that congress has 
no povwrer to restrict the acquisition, 
the method of holding the title, 
the disposition and the use of 
property was forcibly urged upon the 
attention of the courts in many forms 
in the case of the Northern Securities 
Company, but the answer to it was, 
as it must be here, that no question 
of the mere ac@uisition of method of 
holding or of disposition of the title 
to property was there or igs herein 
discussed, that the question there was, 
as it is here, whether @ certain meth- 
od of holding the stocks, which con- 
trol several corporations, may be 
used to prevent competition between 
them in interstate and has plenary and 
trade. And congress hhas plenary and 
indisputable power under the commer- 
clal clause of the constitution to re- 
strict and regulate the use of every 
instrumentality employed in interstate 
or international commerce so far as it 
may be necessary to do so in -erder 
to prevem the restraint thereof de- 
nounced by the anti-trust act of 1890. 

“It is true that railway. corporations 
owe duties to tlhe public which do 
not rest upon trading, manufacturing 
and private transportation companies, 
such as the duty to operate continual- 
ly their railroads for transportation at 
reasonable rates, but the power of 
eongress to regulate interstate and 
foreign commerce and the exertion of 
that power manifested in the anti- 
trust act embrace all persons and cor- 
porations engaged in such commerce 
as is amply illustrated in the various 
applications of the act which have been 
made in the several decisions here 
cited. 

“The mischief aginst which that law 
was feveled is not less threatening 
from a vast combination of private 
corporations owning and using in in- 
terstate and foreign commerce proper- 
ty worth hundreds of millions of dol-

Conspiracy to Monopolize, 


In conclusion the court says: 

“That the Standard Oil Company, of 
New Jersey, the seven individual de- 
fendants and all of the subsidiary de- 
fendent companies engaged in com- 
merce in petroleum or its products 
among the states, or with foreign na- 
tions controlled by the principal com- 
pany, have entered into and are oper- 
ating a combination or conspiracy in 
restraint of trade, and commerce 
among the several states such as is 
denounced as illegal by section 1 of 
the anti-trust act of July 2, 1890; 
and have combined and conspired to 
monopolize. have secured thereby an 
unlawful monopoly of, and are combin- 
ing and conspiring to continue to 
monopolize a substantial part of in- 
terstate and international commerce 
in violation of section 2 of that act; 
that the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey be enjoined from voting 
the stock in any other defendant com- 
panies which it acquired by virtue of 
that combination, and from exercising 
or attempting to exercise any con- 
trol, direction, supervision or influ- 
ence over the acts of any of these 
companies by virtue of its holding of 
the stock and power secured through 
that combination; that the other de- 
fendant companies, which are parties 
to the combination, be enjoined from 
declaring or paying any dividends to 
the Sthandard Oil Company on account 
of any stock acquired by it through 
that combination, from permitting that 
company to vote such stock or to di- 
rect the policy of any of said compa-

One of the strong Atlanta banks, 
in advertising for patronage, called 
attention to the fact that it “owned 
no real estate.” Curious enough to 
relate, soon afterwards another strong 
Atlanta bank announced the fact that 
it had purchased the Century building. 
Now, a statement is given out to the 
effect that the name of the Century 
building will be changed to the Atlanta 
National Bank building, this being, itn 
effect, a ratification of the idea that 
to own a good piece of central property 
is not necessarily a stigma upon «a 
bank The ownership of the Century 
building is pointed out with pride and 
used as an advertisement. 


For several years the Fourth Na- 
tional has owned the building which 
it occupies. In a little while the 
Third National bank will become the 
joint owner in a magnificent eighteen- 
story structure, giving its name to the 
modern skyscraper. The Candler build- 
ing and the Candler bank are insep- 
arable, so that four of Atlanta’s strong 
banking institutions will be safely 
housed in buildings which they own 
or are closely affiliated in the owner- 
ship thereof. 


There seems to be some weird rule 
Which prohibits national banks from 
OWning realty (except its own place 
of business), or from making loans 
with real estate as security. How 
this queer rule was originated is un- 
known, and why it continues to be in 
force is unaccounted for except on the 
well-Known theory that it is hard to 
change the existing order of things. 
Let us look Into the subject a Httle 
and see what light can be thrown on 
the question of ownership of realty 
by banks. 


and : 


There used to be a time when all 
banks were located en side streets, 
around the corner, and the mustier 
and dustier they looked the more 
worthy of patronage they were sup- 
posed to be. The common conception 
of a bank was a low, dingy building, 
equipped with old-fashioned furniture 
and festooned overhead with cobwebs. 
it would not then have been considered 
sate for a depositor to put his money 
in an institution occupying a busy 
corner in a skyscraper, with marble 
counters and brass railings and adding 
machines. A great change has taken 
piace in the attitude of banks toward 
the public, and in the attitude of the 
public toward banks. Competition tn 
this line, as in all other lines, ealls for 
a choice location on the main thor- 
Oughtare, right in the heart of busi- 
ness, with the most up-to-date fix- 
tures, 


; Suppose a bank was required to 
invest 10 per cent of its capital stock 
in central real estate. Would its de- 
positors be injured or benefited? Every- 
one in Atlanta knows how central 
property has increased in value, con- 
sistently, year after year, through all 
seasons, and under the most adverse 
circumstances. It is a common story 
that corner lots in the center of the 
city today command prices which only 
a few years ago looked unreasonable. 
A well-Known illustration now promi- 
nently before the public is that of the 
corner of Peachtree and Walton streets, 
recently sold for $100,000. This iot, 
22x100, was bought by the late Walker 
P. Inman about fifteen yeat‘s ago for 
$25,000. After his death, with the es- 
tate in the hands of receivers, and in 
the midst of the panic, the property 
brought $85,000, the purchaser being 
the Guarantee Trust and Banking Co.

Mrs. Alex W 
Stirling has the afternoon in charge, 
and has been fortunate enough to se- 
cure Dr. H. F. Harris, who will tell 
his audience something of the past 
year’s work done oy the state board 
of health. No one is better qualified 
to speak of the splendid work done 
by our state board of health than Dr. 
Harris, occupying. as he does, the of- 
fice of secretary of the board, and Mrs 
Stirling is greatly to be congratulated 
upon obtaining this favor from a very 
busy man. We of Georgia and the 
entire south are before the public at 
present, especially the medical frater- 
nity, through being the beneficiary 
of several munificent funds, given for 
the purpose of investigating, alleviat- 
ing and eventually eradicating several] 
diseases, which, while seemingly 
cullar to our section, bid fair to be- 
come widespread. Pellagra is found 
in many localities, and already a north- 
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ern expert in hygiene tells us that 
there are ten times as many sufferers 
from hook worm in New York as there 
are in the factory districts in the 
south. The south is quite ready and 
willing to share the distinction with 
the north, and to be in the van to 
spread the gospel of prevention, which, 
after all, ts half the battle. 

Dr. Harris represents the labora- 
tory end of the art of medicine, one 
of the great departments which is re- 
moving from materia medica the re- 
proach of empiricism—making of It 
the exact science which it. above all 
the other sciences, should be. That 
the bacteriologist has isolated the ba- 
cillus of manv an infectious disease, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, rab- 
ies or yellow fever, has made possible 
the saving of the lives of many thou- 
sands of children, checked many an 
epidemic, and, in countless instances, 
averted the terrible train of sequellae. 
Dr. Harris will explain the methods 
whereby the state board acquires its 
knowledge of these diseases, and its 
means of combating them.

If a sweet little prat- 
tling voice is still that used to make 
merriment in the home, let us remem- 
ber the many little ones, who will 
never know as we do the joy and ex-

Sofia, November 20.—After seven- 
teen years of waiting, Ferdinand, 
born prince of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, Is 
to be crowned czar of the Bulgars. 
This means triumph over Turkey in 
particular and the Balkans in gen- 
eral. The coronation was to have 
taken place last August; but his sub- 
jects would like him to join the 
Greek church, and he would like to 
entertain a papal envoy on the 4us- 
piclous occasion. It 18 impossible to 
do both, and his majesty is hesitating, 
go that, at the time of writing, it is 
not definitely known whether he will 
be crowned according to the rites of 
the western or eastern churches. 

Strange to say, all preparations were 
made for the ceremony seventeen 
years ago. King Ferdinand always 
wished to be “his royal highness,” 
rather than “his highness,” and in 
1892 he asked the powers signatory 
to the treaty of Berlin to allow a Bul- 
gwar czar in the Balkans. There was 
not a distinct “no,” so he hastened to 
Munich and ordered a beautiful re- 
galla, consisting of crown, scepter, orb 
and sword, to be ready at once. The 
Munich jeweler, gliad.to get such 4 
large order, executed it with all pos- 
sible haste, and just after it was 
ready the powers said they would 
not have a czar in Bulgaria. 

Prince Ferdinand wished to keep 
the regalia story a secret; but, un- 
fortunately, he could not pay for the 
outfit, and the jeweler, very much 
disappointed, brought an action 
against him. He even went so far 
as to display the whole regalia in 
his shop windows, with a large notice 
to the effect that they had been 
made for the prince of Bulgaria. Not 
only all Munich, but all Bavaria, 
flocked to look and laugh at the 
baubles made for a prince who was 
forbidden by the powers to use them, 
and by his pocket to pay for them. 
The poor man became the laughing 
stock of Europe, and the jeweler was 
about to win his case when Prin- 
cess Clementine, Ferdinand’s mother,

stepped in, paid the bill, and handed 
the regalia over to her son. The jew- 
els were lodged with a German 
banker, till the powers, and opportu- 
nity, should be more favorable to 
Prince Ferdinand’s ambitions. 


She Left Large Fortune. 

So sure was Princess Clementine 
that her son would one day be a king 
that she left a large fortune to be 
spent solely on the expenses of the 
coronation. The ceremony will, there- 
fore, be a gorgeous one. The cathe- 
dral has been renovated and all the 
fountains in Sofia will run wine. The 
coronation robes of the king and his 
consort are to be as magnificent as 
such garments can be made. Whether 
this display will please the economic- 
al Bulgars i sanother matter 

Usually the king lives very simply. 
His palace at Sofia is far smaller than 
most English country houses, the 
rooms are plainly furnished with 
echintz-covered chairs and the simple 
midday dinners are prepared by one 
cook. There is no luxury whatever, 
and everybody, but the king and his 
secretaries, is in bed at half-past ten. 
This simplicity, of course, is echoed 
throughout the kingdom. There are no 
grand balls or dinners, and the staid 
Bulgars live so well within their mod- 
est means that foreign ministers al- 
ways look upon Sofia as a place to 
save, rather than spend, money in. 

The king is not liked by his sub- 
jects, but he is respected, his unpop- 
ularity being due probably to his 
German birth. But they like his Ger- 
man method, punctuality, economy and 
discipline. Sofia, though only twenty 
years old, is the best built and best 


kept city in eastern Europe. The 
streets are well paved and the houses 
clean. It is modeled on Berlin, and 
the soldiers are drilled to be as much 
like their Prussian prototype as pos- 
sible.

A good many stories are told of this 
newly titled king. He is very kind and 
hospitable to foreigners and likes see- 
ng and talking to journalists. One 
day a French journalist was at the pal- 
ace and the prince, as he was then 
talked quite a while, telling stories 
of d'fferent people who had been to 
see him. 

“But your highness must sometimes 
get very bored with all these visitors,” 
said the Frenchman. 

“Oh no! Not at all.” was the reply, 
“When they stay too long and I want 
them to go I press an electric button 
that connects with my  secretary’s 
room. It is under my desk, so I can 
easily do it with my feet. The sec. 
retary then comes in and Says ‘her 
highness would like to see you, sire.’ 
I get up and my guest goes.” 

The words were scarcely out of his 
mouth when the secretary appeared at 
the dour, saying: ‘Her highness would 
like to see you, sire.” The prince burst 
out laugh'ng. Without thinking, he 
had pressed the button when explain- 
ng its uses to his visitor, who, never- 
theless, was covered with confusion. 

King Ferdinand has been a very 
handsome man. His mother, who was 
of the royal house of Orleans, was a 
beaut ful woman and he inherited her 
good features. But unfortunately he 
has grown stout and the fact distresses 
him so much that he forbids his pho- 
tographer to sell any late Photos of 
him. They say in Sofia that the pho- 
tographs representing him in his coro. 
nation robes are retouched again and 
again. But he keeps his photographer 
in excellent order, like the rest of h™ 
subjects, so the photos are very flat- 
tering, when done. His majesty takes 
the greatest possible interest in his 
city and goes about to look at build- 
ing operations, giving directions and 
advice. He is an early riser and gen- 
erally gets in an hour’s ‘work before 
8 o'clock breakfast, which consists of 
rolls, coffee and a couple of eggs. 

His eldest son, Boris, was born in 
1894. Leo XIII almost ex-communicat- 
ed the king when, acting upon his 
subjects wishes, he alloyed the young 
prince to leave the Roman for the 
Greek church. The present Pope, Pius 
X, was also very angry when, in 1908, 
he married, as his second wife, a Pro- 
testant, Princess Eleanora. His first 
wife, a Bourbon, was « ®bman Catho- 
lic, and it was thought at the Vati.

Queen Eleanora has already found 
her way to the Bulgarians’ hearts. She 
works incessantly for their well-being 
and, though she has been so short a 
time in the country, has opened schools 
and founded homes for orphans and 
the children of parents who are too 
poor to give their offspring a good 
education. She is the first to intro- 
duce into the east that gracious west- 
ern custom of opening bazaars, hos- 
pitals and concerts in order that her 
subjects may take an interest’ in 
functions intended to swell the funds 
of various institutions. She will sit 
out the most wearisome concert and 
chat with her subjects in the most 
charming way. She is a very accom- 
lished woman and speaks several lan- 
guages fluently and as soon as she be- 
came the king’s wife she set herself 
plished woman and speaks several lan- 
guage—and, with this object in view, 
worked at it for several nours a day. 
| She is never so happy as when at 
Varna, a beautiful littre rown on the 
Black Sea, where she personally directs 
a school of handiwork and embroid- 
ery. She takes no part whatever in 
affairs of state and disapproves of 
women politicians. 

“A woman's sphere, whether she be 
queen or dairy maid, is her home,” 
she says to her maids of honor, and 
as the king likes to manage the king- 
dom by himself, her opinions fit in very 
well with his. 

Although there is 
(Sobranje) of 200 members, it rarely 
sits for more than six weeks in the 
year. After that, King Ferdinand dis- 
solves it, takes counsel with his min- 
isters—and dispenses with the depu- 
ties for the rest of the year. His 
subjects are quite content to have 
their country’s guidance in his hands. 

“He knows how to choose men,” one 
peasant deputy remarked to ‘the 
writer. He might have added “and 
he knows what he wants.”

Corn King of the World. 


Near Whitelana, in Johnson county, 
Indiana, lives a farmer. His farm con. 
sists of 130 acres, and he gets up at & 
o’clock every morning, aan has holes 
in his overalls. His name is Leonard 
B. Ciore. He is the Corn King of the 
World. A dozen years ago Mr. Clore 
began to specialize on corn. Today 
he sets the world’s pace in this cereal. 

The Clore family very nearly keeps 
house with father’s corn prizes. In the 
list is everything from a manure- 
spreader to a piano, including watch, 
clock, stove, mandolin, iawn swing, 
an automobile, a quarter section of 
land in Texas and a $1,000 cash prize. 
One of the incidenta!s is a silver lov- 
ing cup valued at $1,000. 

Mr, Clore decided a few years ago 
that instead of spending so much time 
in improving their land the corn grow- 
ers should give more though to im- 
proving their breed of corn. All his 
efforts have been in that direction, In 
@ specially built barn he germinates 
the corn in boxes of earth kept at the 
right temperature in early spring by 
masoline stoves. Thus he knows be- 
fore planting what percentage of the 
grains will germinate. Two ears of 
corn may look alike, but the vitality of 
one may be much higher than that of 
the other. Mr. Clore is also a judge 
of what it takes to make a perfect 
ear; selecting the best ears each fall 
and planting the hardiest grains in 
the spring, he has in @ great way 
eliminated chance in corn growing. 
He raises from eighty to a hundred 
bushels of corn per acre. The average 
this year is ninety bushels. This is 
about twenty bushels more than be- 
fore he began his exper!ments, but, In 
addition, the quality of his corn has 
greatly improved. What he has done 
for Indiana, where his methods are 
followed, may be seen by the fact that 
the average yield for the last ten 
years is thirty-five bushels, while over 
the corn belt of the United States for 
the same period it is only twenty-five. 
Experiment ‘stations all over the 
United States are sending to him for 
his high-bred seed corn, and are using 
his methods of breeding and arr 
The ezar has offered him a position in 
the Russian department of agricul- 
ture.

Millions for Wooden Nutmegs, 

I asked Mr. Tsou to tell me the in- 
side story of the concession for this 
road to the Americans, and what thav 
made out of it. He was chary in 
speaking of the matter, but said that 
China had ypot been fairly treated. 
From other sources I learn that the! 
Americans played somewhat the part 
of the Yankee who sold wooden nut- 
megs. They gave China a gold brick, 
and carried away millions. I doubt | 
not that our capitalists acted in good 
faith in the beginning, and that had 
Calvin Brice [Tived, their contracts 
would have been carried out. The 
concession was granted by the imperial | 
government to Brice and others, 
through Marquis Sheng and Wu Ting- 
fang, on the ground that they would 
raise $20,000,000 to build and equip the} 
line.

They violated these 
conditions. They made an incomplete 
survey and then built about thirty 
miles of line and stopped.

a French banking house a@nd a con- 
trolling interest to the Belgians. Much 
of the Belgian stock, was taken by 
King Leopold, who set about trying 
to gain possession of the concession. 
His people already owned much of the 
Hankow-Pekin road, and, if he could 
have secured the right to build into 
Canton, the Belgians would have con- 
trolled the chief trunk line of China. 
Worse than this, it is generally be- 
lieved here that the Belgians were 
merely tools in the hands of the Rus- 
sians, and the Chinese could not af- 
ford to have the Russians own their 
chief railroad. The result was that 
China, upom hearing of the Belgian 
plans, declared that it would have to 
annul the concession or buy back the 
road. 
Profits 900 Per Cent, 

This fact was communicated to 
Washington, and the American capi- 
talists took advantage of the situa- 
tion. Pierpont Morgan, who was dis- 
gruntied at some treacherous financial 
transactions which King Leopold had 
had with him, forced the latter’ to 
sell his stock back to the American 
company; and the king, not suspecting 
that the deal with China was possible, 
did so for a low price. Then an ar- 
rangement was made with the Chinese 
government, by which the American 
rights were sold back for 10,000,000 
taels, or about $6,700,000 in gold, and 
this money was divided among the 
4,000 odd stockholders. How much 
hard cash the Americans put into the 
scheme I do not know, but that is 
what they drew out. What China got 
for all this money is only a little 
stretch of railroad, thirty miles long, 
running from Canton to the 
Samshui, which could not have cost, lI 
should say, more than $1,000,000, or 
$33,000 a mile. It is a standard gauge 
road, laid with seventy-five-pound 
rails, and it has, altogether, only 
about twelve miles of double track 
and eighteen miles of single track. 
A part of the road is stone ballasted, 
and a part is ballasted with sand. In 
addition to this, the Chinese have 
the surveys made by Barclay Parsons, 
and others, but they, in the words of 
Mr. Tsou, are not what the Chinese 
want, and could easily have been 
made at a cost of a few thousand dol- 
lars. I understand that the Ameri- 
cans claim that they expended on the 
enterprise, all told, about $3,000,000 
in gold; and that the additional 
amount of $3,700,000 was claimed for 
the loss of their valuable rights. On 
this basis, supposing that the stock- 
holders originally paid par.for their 
shares, which is doubtful, the 4,000 
Shares would have cost them $400,000; 
and they drew out, according to their 
statement, $3,700,000, which 
equals over 900 per cent. Indeed:

Since the Chinese took hold of the 
Canton-Hankow system they have, as 
Mr. Tsou says, made new surveys. 
They have extended the little strip 
built by the Americans, so that it 
is now about fifty miles long, and they 
are running cars over that section. 
They are building on the other di- 
visions, and the great steel works at 
Han Yang are making rails to be used 
in the construction. 

The road its being handled by Chi- 
nese engineers, and the Samshui 
branch is worked by a Chinese staff, 
presided over by two Americans. I 
understand that some difficulty’ has 
arisen as to securing Chinese capital 
to finish the road and that money 
may be borrowed from Germany.

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tures of railway construction in this 
empire is a new road being built 
southwest of Canton wth Chinese 
capital, Chinese muscle and Chinese 
brains. It is known as the Sunning 
railroad, and thirtv-six miles of it are 
in operation. It is now making about 
$300 a day. and more than half of that 
is clear profit. The road has a capital 
of less than $1,500,000, divided into 
shares of $2.50 each, all owned by 
Chinese. 

This railway originated in the mind 
of Mr. Chin Gee Hee, its president. 
He was in the United States when he 
thought of it. and he persuaded some 
of the other Chinese residents of our 
country to start the subscriptions for 
the stock. He then came .back here 
and raised the balance in: these shares 
of two dollars and a half each. He 
imported 1090 Chinese laborers who 
had worked on the railroads of the 
United States to help him. He used 
them a8 overseers, and so constructed 
the line. As far as I can learn, he had 
neither mechanical nor civil engineers. 
He did most of the railroad planning 
himself, having worked in our country 
for some years as a railroad foreman 
and contractor. .His road ts equipped 
with locomotives_and passenger cars 
made in the United States. He has 
Baldwin engines, flat cars from Penn- 
sylvania and dump cars from San 
Francisco. The passenger cars ‘are 
fitted with automatic air brakes and 
screw and chain couplers and buffers. 
At present this road bids fair to pav 
50 per cent and upward in dividends. 

The Peking-Hankeow Trunk Line. 

But let me tell you something about 
the northern section of China’s .stee! 
vertebrae. as I saw it this week. The 
Peking-Hankow section was built by 
the Chinese and the Belgians. The 
distance between the two cities is 760 
miles, and the express trains make it 
in about thirty hours. The engineers 
are Chinese, but the conductors are 
English. The fare is $64 In silver, or 
about $25 in gold—that is, about 8% 
cents a mile. This includes the sleep- 
ing accomodations. There are restau- 
rant cars on the train. where one can 
get a breakfast for 45 cents and din- 
ner and lunch for 90 cents each. The 
road has good depots at Hankow and 
Peking: and it is fairly well ballasted 
throughout. The cars are roughly 
furnished, poorly built and without 
adequate heating arrangements. The 
only fire on our train was if a little 
stove, in a separate compartment in 
the middle of the car. and we had to 
zo to this to get warm. 

The passenger coaches are 
into compartments, running at right 
angles to the track. Each compart- 
ment has two sofas, facing each other, 
and upon these beds are made up at 
night. Shelves are also let down to 
form upper berths, 

Our train was full. We had a num- 
ber of high-class Chinese men and 
women and many foreigners. There 
were American and French tourists, 
commercial travelers representing Eng- 
lish, German and French business 
houses, a high-up official of the British 
East Indian service and the: Rajah of 
Sikkim, who had been to schoo! at 
Oxford, England, and was taking a 
trip through China on his way home. 
Among the Americans were an agent of 
one of our talking machine companies, 
a Standard oil man and the represen- 
tative of a roof and paint house of San 
Francisco. 

We ieft Peking in the morning and 
arrived at Hankow the next afternoon. 
Our way was across the Great Plain, 
which is said to support more people 
than the United States. We passed 
villages at every few milesand walled 
towns and cities every half hour. The 
Great Plain is thickly settled, and 
every foot of it is cultivated. Nearing 
Hankow the land becomes rolling, and 
there are low mountain ranges. The 
sides of the hills are terraced in fields 
of all shapes and sizes, and the val- 
leys are cut up into gardens of walled 
patches, most of which contain rice. 

In the north many of the huts are 
flat roofed, in the south the roofs are 
ridge shaped and thatched with straw. 
They are made of stone or mud. The 
stations are of gray brick, roofed with

read tiles. Crowds met our train at 
every stop, and they were usually kept 


-blue uniforms, 


in order by native soldiers, who wore 
with black caps and 
fat black boots. We took on and put 
off passengers at all the stations. The 
most of these were Chinese, who rode 
second class. I understand that the 
slow trains, which have cheaper fares, 
are even more crowded, and that the 
passenger traffic pays well. 
The Yellow River Bridge. 

The most remarkable piece of en- 
gineering on this railroad isthe Yellow 
River bridge, which we crossed during 
the night. Outside America it Is the 
largest of its kind in the world. It 
measures almost two miles from end 
to end and is constructed entirely of 
steel. There is no stream which shifts 
its bed more than the Yellow river. It 
is called China's Sorrow, and is said 


‘te have changed its course no less than 


| wets 


nine times within the past twenty cen- 
turles, each time choosing a different 
mouth by which it enters the sea. At 
the last great flood, when the waters 
forsook their bed, many millions were 
drowned. 

The bed of the Yellow river is of 
quicksand, so deep that it was im- 
possible to use any masonry in con- 
structing this bridge. Steel tubes were 
sunk in place of the ordinary con- 
crete pillars and these were joined 
together by steel bands. There are 
eight of these steel tubes, each of 
which goes 59 feet down into the bed 
of the river. Other steel tubes extend 
down from 33 to 45 feet. The arches 
of the bridge have a span of 65 feet, 
where the current is strongest, and of 
97 feet in other places. The steel 
piles, or tubes, have been filled with 
cement to give them strength, and 
rock and stones have been sunk 
around their bases to solidifv their 
foundations. The stones were first 
dropped down into the river. without 
any support, and were carried away 
by the quicksand. Later, mats made of 
the branches of trees, bound together 
with wire, were let down around the 
piles, and the stones dropped upon 
them. In this way tons of stone have 
been moored on such rafts about each 
pile, and they have made the bridge as 
firm as though the piles were bedded 
in concrete. This bridge was put up 
in a year and a half, and on the open- 
ing day a train of twenty-one car car- 
riages passed over it without causing 
a perceptible vibration. 

Cheap Ratlroad Building. 


The steel for the Yellow river bridge 
came from Belgium and France, and 
the cost of its construction was $900,- 
000, which is low considering its char- 
acter and length. The whole road has 
been economically built. Its cost has 
been about $35,000 a mile, the funds 
having been provided largely by the 
Belgians, who laaned $22,500.000 on it, 
Most of the ra@ilge were made at the 
Hankow Iron Works, and they weigh 
approximately eighty-five pounds to 
the yard. The railway. is well equip- 
ped with shops at Hankow and at the 
Yellow river, and altogether it is a 
trunk line to which China can point 
with pride. 

Since its completion branches have 
been bullt to Tai Yuen-Fu, the canrital 
of the province of Shansi, and also to 
Kalifeng-Fu, the capital of Honan. It 
has connections with the road running 
from Tientsin to Mukden, and thereby 
with the Trans-Siberian road, so that,

Prelude. 

I have been giving the readers of The 
Constitution these talks for sometime. 
When I began them it was my aim to 
get away from the usual line of med- 
ical advertising just as far as my 
aims, ambitions and the methods of my 
office are removed from the aims and 
methods of the most of advertising 
Specialists.

My statements, you will note, have 
always been tinged with a very strong 
conservatism dye, and I firmly believe 
that conservatism is a valuable at- 
tribute in a doctor. I Know that pa- 
tients very often like a positive opin- 
fon; the positive doctor is often the 
most successful in gaining practice and 
making money, and hig percentage of 
g00d work is more often very low, in- 
deed. 

My experience has been that the men 
who give quick radical opinions are 
very often wrong. I noted it among 
the teachers of medicine when I was 
a student, and I promised myself then 
I would never be given to positive 
statements unless I was absolutely 
sure of my position.

interesting to bear a little repetition.

When I wrote my first article on 
the subject of the itmportance of the 
deep or prostatic urethra and how

sure of what is required than that. If 
we know what is necessary we should 
be more definite in our attempts to get 
good results. Entirely too much treat- 
ment is givenin a haphazard manner 
and entirely lacking in method. 

Mercury !{s a good thing when mixed 
like the artist paints, “with brains,” 
but when given as is so often done in 
a routine manner it may do harm. A 
pruning knife may be a good thing 
in a peach orchard, when used by a 
man who knows why and where to 
cut, but used by one who cuts indis- 
criminately it will surely do harm. 

I saw a@ man only a couple of days 
ago who has been under treatment for 
months with a routine treatment of 
mercury, and yet his faceis all blotched 
up and disfigured, and his body giving 
plenty evidence of the disease, and yet 
this man had been treated by a Doctor 
of large reputation for severa] months, 
with results that I would certainly be 
ashamed of, and why no better results 
or no control of the ravages of the dis- 
ease? Simply because the Doctor was 
a routinist, gave good medicine and 
proper medicine In the usual routine 
way, and in consequence when he got 
hold of a difficult case he failed to 
get good results. It is just this that 
started me many years ago to thinking 
out for myself what to do in such a

But he just lacks 
that one indefinable touch, that vague 
but unmistakable quality which be- 
trays the really talented comedian. 
Moreover, the company engaged to 
support him 18 rather of a second-rate 
order.

And now 
comes the really humorous part of the 
business. The chairman of: the syndi- 
eate duly informs Gilbert that he and 
hie fellow members would like to hear 
the opera, a concession to which, con- 
sidering that they are putting up all 
the money, they consider themselves 
entitled. 

Gilbert's reply is characteristic. In 
his most arrogant anqg high-handed 
manner, he replies: 

“IT don’t know anything about your 
syndicate. My transactions have been 
exclusively with Mr. Workman, and 
I'll see you all at—say, the North Pole 
before 1 accede to vour request.” 

Clearly a pretty impasse. and one 
not easy to struggle out of without 
some loss of dignity. The denouement 
is that the syndicate goes humbly 
, down upon its knees and begs of the 
great Sir William’s courtesy that he 
will magnanimously agree to their 
proposal. And so terminates one of 
those little incidents so frequently en- 
countered in the world of the theater. 
When Gilbert's piece does come on,

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REVOLUTION BELOW STAIRS 
BEING PLANNED IN ENGLAND 


London, November 20.—English 
housewives will soon be commiserat- 
ing with their American sisters over 
the servant question. Under the cloak 
of a newly established Domestic Serv- 
ants’ Trade Union an attempt is being 
made to convert domestics to socialism, 
which, if successful, will vitiate no 
doubt the proverbial perfection of the 
English servant. 

There is a wide difference at present 
between the autocrat of an American 
household and the maid in an Eng- 
lish home. The vocabulary, for in- 
stance, of the latter is limited 
to “sorry, “‘pleage, miss,’’ and ‘“‘yes’m,”’ 
while the former is at liberty to use 
“say,” “d’know’’ or a grunt. The union 
expects to effect the emancipation of 
the English maid. 

This red flag campaign below stairs 
has been organized by Miss Kathlyn 
Oliver. Miss Oliver is a domestic work- 
er herself in the family of a bishop. 
One might be tempted to call her a 
handsome woman, if he had not learned 
from Maugham in his crisp little com- 
edy called “Smith,” that a ‘‘maid’’ Iz 
never a handsome woman”—she mere- 
ly “presents a good appearance.” 

Regarding her mistress, Miss Oliver 
says: 

“IT rejoice in her employ. She allows, 
Or rather encourages me to attend a 
college, of which she is the principal. 
I may take up any subjects I care to, 
and I do not think I am less satisfac- 
tory as a domestic because I endeavor 
to cultivate what mind I have. I know 
I am far happier and more contented 
than when I had not this opportunity. 

‘We must widen the 
domestics; we must raise the standard, 
and I think that a servants’ trade 
union will help to do this. 

“A domestic should be encouraged 
to feel as independent ag the worker 
in any other sphere, and, therefore, as 
worthy of consideration and respect. 
And this leads me to ask why servants 
are always addressed by their Christian 
names The barmaid, the factory girl, 
and, indeed, no other worker, is sub- 
jected to this familiarity, and yet 
domestic work is better paid than al- 
most any other female labor.”’ 

Miss Oliver is quite in accordance 
with the usages of good society. Serv- 
ants in the smart set are not called 
by their Christian names. When you

“the conscientious domestic worker is 
entitled to as much respect as the 
prime minister, who is as much a ser- 
vant as any despised ‘Slavery.’” In 
case the servant is “suited” in her 
Place, she is told that “A certain pro- 
portion of domestic servants are snob- 
bish. They are parasites living on 
parasites. One refers, of course, to 
those engaged in the houses of the 
wealthy and titled loafers.” 

it is inevitable that Miss Oliver 
should be deluged with revelations 
from these parasites of parasites. 
Jeames writes that he has had thirty 
years’ experience ae butler, valet and 
man-servant, and believes he could be 
helpful to Miss Oliver in making out 
a black list of employers. This list 
no doubt will be perused eagerly by 
those out of employment. ‘ Mdlie. Fou- 
gere, parlor maid, writes that she has 
absolutely no time to herself during 
the day, from the time she gets up un- 
til she goes to bed—‘no time even for 
any personal sewing, much less for any 
mental cultivation; nothing but work, 
work, work.” It is a curious fact that 
with the exception of the personal 
sewing We often hear the same com- 
plaints made by members of the stock 
exchange.

Spokane. Wash.. November 20.— 
(Special.)—Modern conditions and the 
increasing demands for clean fruit of 
color, siz and flavor have miade apple 
growing a highly ‘profitable industry 
in the northwest. as it should be in 
Georgia. world-famous for its peaches, 
and there are many. including the fore- 
most pomologists, who bajieve that in 
three years the products of the com- 
mercial orchards in Washington, Ore- 
gon, Idaho and Montana will exceed 
in value the total vield of the bonanza 
grain fields in these states.

for the regson that a knowledge of

The various methods of Selection and 
pack can be balanced at an exhibition 
devoted exclusively to apples as at na 
other exposition. Whether compla- 
cently secure in the belief that 
exhibit does not suffer from compari-

No more convincing argument in be- 
half of the excellence of the products 
of apple orchards in the northwest has 
yet been nresented than that put forth 
by the handlers of fruit in the United 
States and Europe during and since the 
first apple show. They were quick 
to see the possibilities of high-grade 
appies in eastern and foreign markets. 
and they snapped up every offering of 
fruit at top prices. It is not out of 
place to say there was a ready market 
for 6,000 cars of northwestern apples 
over the output of the orchards this 
season. The crop is reduced in the 
northwest this season, but the grow- 
ers will receive more money for their 
apples than ever before In the history 
of the industry. The total crop in the 
United States this year is not more 
than 27,000,000 barrels, of which about 
le per cent is for foreign trade, as 
against 67,070,000 barrels in 1896. 

There were periods in the history of 
apple growing in America when the 
fruit was almost a drug on the mar- 
ket. That was before orcharding be- 
came an established industry in the 
northwest. Eastern farmers -then 
not have to grow appies; 
they did was to pick them from the 
trees and dump them into barrels. 
Time worked changes, and the apples 
of Washington and Oregon gradually 
found their way eastward. They cre- 
ated a market for themselves, limited 
as it was, dnd the growers began to 
extend their orchards and make a bus!- 
ness of apple culture.

They were not equal to the task of 
improving their orchards; they permit- 
ted their trees to run down, and, as a 
the fruit became so unattrac- 


the position of supremacy gradually 
slipped away. 

Apples were so plentiful and cheap 
in the New England and other eastern 
states, from 1895 to 1897 and in 1899 
and 1900 that farmers with orchards 
would not invest money in what ap- 
pear-d to them to be an unproftable 
crop, and they gave little or no atten- 
tion to the gradually changing condi- 
tions. Those were the days when ap- 
ples brought from 40 cents to a dollar 
a barrel. The higher figure was paid 
for fruit then graded as fancy. Then 
there was improvement in the appear- 
ance and texture of tne fruit, and the 
demand became stronger, and soon 
there were no cheap apples. The crops 
of eastern orchards were not sufficient 


to supply the demand, and growers in | 


the western states found it profitable 
to ship their apples thousands of miles 
to the markets once controlled almost 
exclusively by growers in the New 
England states. 

There has been an awakening in the 
east, more especially throughout New 
England, and there are many who be- 
lieve that the time is not far distant 
when the orchard districts in Massa- 
chusetts, Maine, Rhode Island, New 
Hampshire, Connecticut and Vermont 
will again become factors in the in- 
dustry. Eastern growers admit tnat 
their western brethren have outstrip- 
ped them by the adoption of modern 
methods in cultivation and sending 
clean and attractive fruit, honestly 
packed and guaranteed as to condition 
and quality to the markets, and they 
will profit by following the example in 
growing cleaner and better fruit and 
more of it. This is also true in other 
eastern, middlewestern and southern 
states, where apple culture is being 
taken up as an industry. There is 
room enough for all. The apple mar- 
ket is world-wide, and overproduction 
is out of question now, and will be for 
generations to come, 
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Will Japan Become a Christian 


Nation ? 

Hampton’s Magazine for December 
prints an almost sensational article on 
missionary work in Japan under the 
title, “Will Japan Become a Christian 
Nation?’ Dr... Thomas E. Green, the 
famous traveler and lecturer, has as- 
sembled a mass of facts which will 
be of most vital interest to church 
workers and missionaries everywhere. 
He says: 

Only a few years ago Japan stood on 
the threshold of Christianity. The mat- 
ter had been seriously considered by 
the privy councll. Thechief of the el- 
der statesman. the confidential adviser 
of the mikado—Prince Ito, the practi- 
cal ruler of the empire, was father to 
the far-reaching scheme. His plan was 
the issuance of an imperial edict, like 
that sent forth by Constantinople of 
old, officially adopting Christianity as 
the national faith. 

Few people know this, and fewer 
still know the conditions which at last 
decided the mikado and the prince 
against the course proposed, and yet in 
that proposal is summed up the change 
from old to new Nippon, and in its 
abandonment lies not a reactionary 
movement toward ancient beliefs, but 
a slowly growing tendency toward the 
replacement of dogma by ethics. This 
is the story of that tendency and its 
growth, the story of a nation’s virtual 
adoption of svcientific rationalism. 

It is hard for the American religious 
enthusiast to accept, and yet it is an 
incontrovertible fact that Japan has 
deliberateliy—largely asan experiment, 
but yet deliberately—plaved politics 
with Christianity. Like the adoption 
of many other Occidental ways, and 
the calm. scientific investigation of 
them as to their possible adaptability 
to the needs of a new Japan, Chris- 
tianity was tried as an experiment— 
“to see how it would work.”

Great changes are 
imminent, but the crown prince is not 
to become a Christian, and Christianity 
is not to become the recognized faith 
of the empire. 

Had we been able to approach Japan 
two decades ago with a Christianity 
united in its operation, agreed in its 
dogmas, One in its structure, this story 
need not have been written. Had we 
possessed a united religion instead of 
one hundred and fifty-seven different 
sorts and kinds of religion—even 
though our practical morality might 
not have consistently coincided with 
much of our theoretical doctrine— 
Prince Ito’s plan might have been car- 
ried out. What would have been of 
far more value, the mind and the heart 
of Japan might have turned, at just 
the psychological moment, to the lofty 
and impressive ideals of Christianity. 

Now, however, though the policy Is 
to maintain entire religious freedom, 
rationalism, ratherthan faith of any 
sort, is most likely to be, for the pres- 
ent at least. the philosophy of inte!- 
lectual and official Japan. It will be
